HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


BLOOD IS CHEAP. 
The last quotation I saw on blood 
was $40 a pint, and while nearly 
any of us could give a pint or so 
without any risk at all, very few 
persons can sell blood for a liveli- 
hood. Professional donors who have 
blood for sale merely enter the field 
as a sideline, for even if one can 
sell a pint every few weeks, it 
doesn’t bring enough pay to live on. 
A nurse writes that she is on 24- 
hour duty in a mental case, and the 
patient is so unmanageabel that the 
nurse is under a nervous strain 18 
hours of the 24. She has four hours 
off duty each week. She notices 
lately she is getting the headache 
habit and has a failing appetite, but 


- 


can almost live on sweets, which she 
craves constantly, 
not eat them very much. Her com- 
plexion which is usually clear is be- 
coming sallow, and she suffers from 
indigestion a good deal, Her hands 
and feet swell in the afternoon. She 
is 27 years old, 68 inches tall and 
weighs 145 pounds. She thinks a 
strict diet would be good for her. 

Next to doctors, I suppose nurses 
are the durndest fools when they 
are sick. 

Look at this girl, trying to prove 
all ge laws of hygiene and physiolo- 
Sy wrong, selling her blood for $40 
a week, doing the work of two 
nurses on enough sleep to keep just 
one-half alive, shouldering the en- 
tire burden of responsibility which 
should fairly be divided with other 
nurses or members of the family 
and drifting fast toward the rocks 
in the offing. 

Perhaps she is a very good nurse 
especially qualified to care for such 
difficult cases. She won't b2 worth 
her salt—plain or iodized salt—in a 
week or twe at the rate she is trav- 
eling. Is she ambitious to earn all 
she can? Then she is subjecting 
her earning capacity to a foolish 
strain. Do the people who are em- 
ploying her consider her services 
particularly desirable™ Then they 
are abusing a good thing, wearing 
out a valuable instrument, unneces- 
sarily squandering now that which 
may be sorely needed later on. 

In certain lines of industry some 
sort of consideraion for the hygiene 
of employees has been shown by the 
employers, and as a rule any invest- 
ments employers make in this direc- 
rtion prove good economy. If this is 
xood business for the 'arge emplover 
it is just as good business for the 
small employer, even the household- 
er who employs one servant. 


The two classes of employees, or 
employed persons, who should be 
‘most solicitous about hygiene are 


physicians and nurses, for there are 
no other classes of workers for 
whose efficiency hygiene is more im- 
portant. Yet probably no other class 
of workers having any knowledge 
of hygiene heed it so little as doc- 
tors and nurses do in their own 
lives. This is perhaps in part due 
to the nature of their. work, which 
demands 24 hour service—sick folks 
want what they want when _ they 


want it. Through the campaign for 
better hygiene inaugurated by the 
Kings County Medical society, a 
large number of Brooklyn doctors 
have undergone health examina- 
tions, and the _ benefits accruing 


from this object lesson have meant 
as much for the physicians’ own 
health and efficiency in practice as 
they have for the general health of 
Brooklyn. peopie.
